Transportation  to  Oak  Ridge 

The  Office  of  Scientific  &  Technical  Information  (OSTI)  is  approximately  37 
miles  northwest  from  the  McGhee  Tyson  Airport  (Knoxville)  -  about  45  minutes 
driving  time  to  OSTI.  Executive  Limousine  offers  shuttle  service  to  and  from 
McGhee-Tyson  Airport  and  can  be  reached  at  615-671-2509  upon  your  arrival 
(advanced  reservations  are  recommended) .  Price  for  one-way  service  is  $25.00 
and  round-trip  $50.00.  For  two  or  more  persons  per  limo  the  cost  is  $30  per 
person,  prepaid  round-trip.  However,  due  to  transportation  limitations  in  and 
around  Oak  Ridge  you  might  want  to  consider  renting  a  car,  for  commuting  to  and 
from  the  meeting  and  after  meeting  excursions.  Several  major  rental  car 
agencies,  including  Hertz,  National,  and  Thrifty,  have  offices  at  the  airport 
and  in  Oak  Ridge.

o  Exit  the  airport  parking  area  following  the  "U.S.  129  North,  To  Knoxville" 

signs, 
o  Continue  on  U.S.  129  North  toward  Knoxville  and  cross  the  Buck  Karnes  bridge 

over  the  Tennessee  River, 
o  Proceed  approximately  1  mile;  bear  left  onto  1-40  West,  following  the  "To 

Nashville"  sign.   (The  sign  reads  1-40  West  Nashville/1-75  South 

Chattanooga) . 
o  Continue  on  1-40  West  to  exit  376A,  the  Pellissippi  Parkway/Oak  Ridge  exit, 
o  Continue  on  Pellissippi  Parkway  (Hwy.  162)  approximately  9  miles, 
o  Cross  the  Solway  Bridge  over  the  Clinch  River  and  follow  the  signs  to  Oak 

Ridge — you  will  enter  the  city  on  Illinois  Ave  (Hwy.  62) . 
o  Veer  right,  bypassing  the  first  traffic  light;  proceed  on  Illinois  and  turn 

right  at  the  first  light  onto  Lafayette  Ave. 
o  Continue  on  Lafayette  to  the  second  traffic  light  (#6)  and  turn  right  onto 

Oak  Ridge  Turnpike, 
o  Proceed  on  the  Turnpike  for  approximately  4  miles.  The  OSTI  facility  is  on
